LONDON, July 16 (AP).—Severe 
penalties for those who destroy 
rags, rope or string were ordered 
today by the British Government, 
ranging up to $2000 fine or two 
years’ imprisonment. 

The Ministry of Supply said hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons of rags 
were needed as raw material to 
make equipment for the armed 
forces. 

All rags, rope and string must be 
kept separately and not only must 
not be destroyed but must not be 
thrown into garbage cans or refuse 
bins, .

Although the OPA appropriation 
was increased 50 million dollars 
above thé amount. voted by the 
House, it still was 15 million dol- 
lars short of Administrator Leon 
Henderson's “rock bottom” esti- 
mate of needs and contained a re- 
striction against use of any of the 
money for subsidy payments. 

A series of compromises ar- 
ranged yesterday, however, deleted 
a proposal for Senate confirma- 
tion of all OPA employes paid 
more than. $4500 a year and soft- 
ened the procedure for establish- 


President's emergency funds or 
other sources. 

Previously, Vice-President Wal- 
lace cast the deciding vote when 
the chamber voted 31-to-30 against 
fequiring confirmation of all fu- 
ture appointees in the Office of 
Civilian Defense drawing $4500 or 
higher yearly pay. 

The amendment, which had the 
support of Democratic Leader 
Barkley of Kentucky and Senator 
McKellar (Dem.), Tennessee, floor 
manager for the appropriations 
measure, was solidly opposed by 20 
Republicans who cast their votes 
in the roll call. Nine Democrats 
and Senator Norris (Ind.), Nebras- 
ka, also voted against it, besides 
the Vice-President, while 30 Demo- 
crats supported the proposal. 


New Request Expected. 

Threatened with a partial col- 
lapse of the price control system, 
the administration was reported to 
be preparing a request for new 
legislation built around some form 
of wage stabilization. 

President Roosevelt has dis- 
cussed the situation with congres- 
sional leaders several times in re- 
cent weeks, Congressmen said the 
President was about ready to make 
known the steps he and price con- 
trol officials believe should -be 
taken. 

Rising farm prices, which have 
not yet reached the statutory ceil- 
ing in the basic Price Control 
Act, already have caused Hender- 
son to raise the ceiling on canned 
and dried fruits. Sporadic increases 
in wages, in the cost of raw prod- 
ucts and in other miscellaneous 
‘costs such as transportation, have 
made an “extremely tight” situ- 
ation with reference to many other 
ceilings, congressional sources said.

ALIEN STOLE GUNS 
T0 GAMBLE. HE SAYS 


Arrested Charged With Rob- 
bing Employer—F.B.I, 
Investigating. 


A German alien, Arnold Paul 
Fischer, was charged in warrants 
today with grand larceny in the 


theft of 18 automatic’ shotguns 
from the ‘Browning Arms Co. 
branch, 1718 Washington avenue, 
where he had been employed ag a 
gunsmith since 1935. 

Police announced that Fischer, 
who is 35 years old and resides at 
4890A Loughborough avenue, signed 
a statement that he stole the guns 
and pawned them to obtain money 
for gambling. He denied knowl- 
edge of 29 other shotguns missing 
from the plant, they said. 

Fischer, who came to this 
country in 1927, was arrested yes- 
terday after an investigation that 
began June 5. His story and ac- 
tivities will be investigated further 
by agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, the Post-Dispatch 
learned, 

Violated Law. 


As an enemy alien, Fischer 
violated the law by having pos- 
session of firearms. He had reg- 
istered as an enemy alien, noting 
that he had taken out first papers 
for citizenship. He said he was a 
member of the Rhinelander Ve- 
rein, which he described as a “so- 
cial organization.” 

All the guns Fischer has ad- 
mitted stealing have been re- 
covered from various pawnshops 
Only when confronted by each 
gun and identified by the pawn- 
shop operator from whom it was 
recovered did Fischer admit. its 
theft. The first shotgun was stolen 
Jan. 8. 

Fischer, a heavy set man of dark 
complexion, was described by D. B. 
Ellis, company manager, as one of 
the best gunsmiths in St. Louis. 
Ellis said the wholesale value of 
the stolen guns was $48 each, al- 


though they retailed for consider-| 


ably more. 
Wife Redeems Guns. 


Nine of the guns were recovered 
at the outset of-the investigation. 
Although taken into custody at 
that time, Fischer was released for 
want of prosecution. Fischer’s wife 
it was said, redeemed the guns 
from the pawnshops with savings. 
Fischer’s salary was $175 a month. 

Detectives pointed out that 15 
of the 29 guns still missing are 12- 
gauge, a type the Government is 

requisitioning for use by the armed 
forces. 


Fischer, refusing to talk about}- 


the matter with a Post-Dispateh 
reporter, said with a show of re- 
gret: “I’ve done nothing to be 
proud of since I’ve been over here.”

Motorists Without New 
$5 Stickers Halted 


Here During Two-Hour 
Period. 


Deputy revenue collectors, én- 
forcing the law requiring display 
of the new annual $5 Federal use 
tax stamps for automobiles, worked 
only two hours this morning in 
stopping motorists at 16 important 
street intersections. It was an- 
nounced then that this enforce- 
ment. method would not be re- 
newed, if the sale of stamps im- 
proved materially, 

Thomas E. Copley, chief of the 
field agents, said that future, en- 
forcement campaigns, if necessary, 
might be conducted in downtown 
parking areas or in a check of 
parking lots. 


During the two-hour — from 
8 a. m. to 10 a. m., 170 motorists 
were halted in St. Louis for failure 
to have the stamp displayed. About 
50°drivers were ⸗⸗ in St. Louis 
County. 


Deadline for obtaining stamps 
was last midnight. Today the 
deputies, assisted by police, halted 
motorists and obtained names, ad- 
dresses and license numbers of 
those lacking stamps, to be pre- 
sented to the United States Attor- 
new for prosecution. The offend- 
ers were ordered to report to his 
office in the Federal Building. 


A large number of violators re- 
ported at once and a slight jam 
resulted. After a complaint was 
issued at the District Attorney's 
office, the offending motorist was 
directed to the United States Com- 
missioner’s office to sign his bond 
and then to the Marshal's office, 
where additional information was 
obtained. 


By early afternoon about 30 war- 
rants had been issued against per- 
sons who appeared before the com- 
missioner. This number was ex- 
pected to be doubled by the end 
of the day. 


It was expected that hearings 
against those placed under charges 
probably would be held next week. 
The owner of an untaxed automo- 
bile, whether he or someone else 
drives it, igs liable for a $25 fine 
and 30-day jail sentence, The oper- 
taor of an untaxed automobile may 
be fined $25. 


Many of the motorists, waved to 
the curb by police agsisting in the 
enfofcement move, gave excuses, 
such as, ‘Oh, I’ve bought the stamp 
all right, but I left it at home,” 
or, “I didn’t know that last night 
was the deadline.” 


Up to today, a total of 222,925 of 
the $5 stamps had been sold in the 
metropolitan area, the Post Office 
reported. Yesterday's sales totaled 
9338 and an equally large volume 
was today, on the basis of 
early reports. There were 254,000 
of the green issue ($2.09) stamps 
sold from Jan. 15 to Feb. 14, for 
February-June, the first period in 
which the new tax stamp was re- 
quired. 


Sale of new stamps by the 807 
post offices in Eastern Missouri, 
excluding St. Louis, totaled 147,224 
through Tuesday, compared with 
sale of 188,995 of the $2.09 stamps 
to Feb. 14,

Homer W. Anderson was criticised 
today by k D, Eagleton, mem-

Eagleton and Huge Wurdack

as a board member because he 
voted Tuesday night for a report 
on which his nephew, Malcolm W. 
Baron, was listed for appointment. 

“Here’s this great, alert Super- 
intendent who lets nothing pass,” 
Eagleton said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “and yet right under his 
own nose a nephew of board mem- 
ber is recomended for a school 
job and he does nothing about it. 

Patronage, He Says. 

“When Dr. Anderson knew it was 

Baron’s nephew he had listed for 
appointment it seems to me he 
should have invited an immediate 
inquiry. He should have called in 
the department head and asked 
how Malcolm Baron got the ap- 
pointment—if he didn’t already 
know. 
“The superintendent can hardly 
offer the excuse that the appoint- 
ment was a routine one made by 
one of his subordinates and with- 
out his knowledge because, even 
when the matter was®called to his 
attention, he went ahead and ap- 
proved it anyway. 

“Isn’t that patronage? And yet 

Dr. Anderson declares he’s been 
trying to do away with a patron- 
age system and that’s the reason 
most of the board members are op- 
posing him. 
“It looks like the only fellows 
who-can get the jobs are those 
supporting the superintendent. 
That’s the real danger of patron- 
age, when it’s based on the 
premise: If you'll go along you'll 
get the jobs; if not, you’re out of 
luck.” 

Baron is the leading supporter of 
Dr. Anderson and is chairman of 
the special board committee ap- 
pointed to draw up rules to prevent 
patronage in the school system. 

Yesterday he informed Philip J. 
Hickey, secretary of the School 
Board, that he wished to change 
his vote of Tuesday night because 
his attention was diverted to an- 
other matter when the Superin- 
tendent’s report was. approved. 
Hickey instructed Baron to address 
a communication to the board, 
since he had no power to change 
the vote. 

A self-enforcing provision of the 
Missouri Constitution regarding 
nepotism provides forfeiture of of- 
fice for a public officer or employe 
of the State who shall name or 
appoint any relative within the 
fourth degree. A case is cited in 
which a School Board member who 
voted for his first cousin was 
forced to forfeit his office. 

Wurdack’s Position. 

Hugo Wurdack, one of the eight 
board members’ seeking the dis- 
missal of Dr. Anderson, told a re- 
porter that it would take unani- 
mous consent of the board for 
Baron to change his vote and that 
he would not consent, 

“I've been slapped around and 
criticised by-that man ever since 
lwe came out with our report on 
Dr. Anderson,” he said. “Since that 
time he has had something to say 
about me or my committee almost 
every day.

the alarm that led to their eventual 
capture, | 

“These details come from official 
files of the Coast Guard. The in- 
formation was assembled before 
the start of the present trial of the 
saboteurs and hence does not yio- 
late the rule of secrecy imposed 
by Gen. Frank R. McCoy, president 
of the special military commission 
conducting the trial. 

“Cullen’s story disclosed the youth 
at one time feared he was about 
to be hypnotized by a saboteur, It 
aiso disclosed that the Nazis, in 
giving him the bribe he pretended 
to accept, short-changed him $40. 

“On the night of the landing, 
Cullen left his station at midnight 
for the six-mile east patrol. The 
weather was thick; visibility poor. 
He had covered only 300 yards 
when he saw three men. One of 
them was in civilian clothes and 
the other two were in bathing suits. 
The man who was dressed was on 
‘the shore. The other two were in 
water up to their knees. 

“Cullen called out, ‘what’s the 
trouble?’

NEW LABOR CRISIS 
LIKELY OVER ‘LITTLE 
STEEL’ WAGE RISE 
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full union shop but had made it 
clear that it would regard the 
membership-maintenance device as 
satisfactory. Under this arrange- 
ment members of the union on a 
given date—about two weeks after 
the board’s ruling—must remain 
members throughout the life of 
the contract in order to retain their 
jobs. The same obligation is im- 
posed on employes who may later 
become members. Present mem- 
bers of the union who do not wish 
to become bound may withdraw 
within the two-week period fixed 
by the “escape clause.’ 

The granting of the maintenance 
provision represents a considerable 
victory for the union, as the four 
companies concerned have held out 
successfully, up to now, against 
the signing of any form of contract 
with the union. Statements by 
some of the steel company lawyers 
at a recent public hearing on the 
union’s demands indicated that one 
or more of the companies may 
fight the union-maintenance provi- 
sion in the courts. 


Minimum Wage Guarantee. 


A minor issue in the dispute— 
the union’s demand for a daily 
minimum wage guarantee — was 
settled unanimously in favor of the 
union, Two of the companies al- 
ready have minimum wage 4r- 
rangements approved by the union. 
Though the wage decision direct- 
ly affects only the 157,000 workers 
in the four “Little Steel” com- 
panies, it is expected to form the 
pattern for wage readjustments 
throughout the steel indutsry, with 
its total of more than 600,000 em- 
ployes. The decision will have an 
important bearing also on. wages 
in the automobile industry, whose 
“big three” companies— Ford, Gen- 
eral Motors and Chrysler—are 
faced with demands for a $1-a-day 
increase. 

The board’s steel decision, it is 

estimated, will require the ——— 
of an additional $21,000,000 in 
wages to the “Little Steel” em- 
ployes, and if the increase—5% 
cents an hour—is spread to the 
other companies, the total addition 
to the steel industry’s payroll will 
be $75,000,000. 
The increases in “Little Steel” 
will be retroactive to last Febru- 
ary, when the cases were certified 
to the poard.

CHINESE RETAKE 
TOWN NEAR COAST 


CHUNGKING, July 16 (AP), — 
The Chinese high command an- 
nounced today the reoccupation of 
Tsingtien in Chekiang Province on 
Sunday, with more than 500 Japa- 
nese killed or wounded and the 
remainder fleeing toward. Wen- 
chow, 25 miles to the southeast. 

(The Japanese took the port of 
Wenchow Saturday. ‘The Chinese 
apparently employed their familiar 
tactics of closing in from behind 
and nipping off the garrison left 
behind by the Japanese at Tsing- 
tien). 

A ‘Chinese communique also said 
a Chinese force “penetrated into 
the Japanese barracks at Sin- 
yang,” an invasion base in South- 
ern Honan Province, and killed or 
wounded many Japanese soldiers 
and slaughtered 100 horses.

British Belt. 


LONDON, July 16 (AP).—In a 
letter to President Roosevelt, 
Prime Minister Churchill asked to- 


day that the flow of individual 
gifts and supplies from the United 
States to Britain be diminished to 
save shipping space for war ma- 
terials, 

To this end the. foreign office 
announced that hereafter cargo 
space would be allocated only to 
direct consignments through the 
American Red Cross to the British 
Red Cross and Women’s Voluntary 
Services, and through the British 
War Relief Society to the Personal 
Service League. 

Organizations wishing to make a 
request to the United States for 
some specified gift to meet a spe- 
cial need may apply to the Ameri- 
can Gifts Committee for author- 
ization of the shipping space re- 
quired. 

The abrupt halt of what Church- 
ill called “the brotherly flow of 
materials” to individuals and un- 
authorized groups represents an- 
other notch in the tightering of 
the British belt. 

It will not necessarily mean hard- 
ship, however, since the principal 
effect will be on shipments of 
luxuries and non-essential supplies 
which formerly supplemented the 


food and clothing rations of many | 


of the British people. 

For some time it has been il- 
legal for individual unauthorized 
groups to request supply shipments 
f the United States, but many 
individuals and numerous Ameri- 
cans living in Britain have been 
receiving packages of tobacco, 
clothing and delicaciés which are 
unobtainable in England.

Then, the Russians, especially the 
youth, arrayed against the past all 
that it was and all that it symbol- 
ized. I recall a visit to a literature 
class in a Stalingrad high school, 
which was. discussing “Eugene 
Onegin,” by Alexander Pushkin, 
Russia’s great eighteenth-century 
poet. One after another the stu- 
dent’s denounced its leading char- 
acters as social parasites and scoun- 
drels with no claim to the respect 
of the new Russia.

N THESE days of desperate fighting for national and individual 

survival, the Russians, especially the new youth, are turning more

It’s an old war adage to hit the enemy 
where he is weakest, and the Axis is 
weakest in the Balkans. The German 
Fuehrer is preparing desperately for any 
Allied attempt to invade France. On 
the other hand, it would be a much less 
difficult task for Allied forces, with 
Turkey as a base, to march through 
Greece, join the Yugoslays, and roll 
toward the Caucasus in an effort to 
trap the Nazi forces that are at this 
very moment threatening Rostov and 
Stalingrad. 

The only wrench in the plan is the 
Turkish Government. Britain and Tur- 
key have a friendship pact, but the 
Turks have also signed a non-aggression 
treaty with Bulgaria. This strategic state 
has received lease-lend aid in the form 
of tanks and ships from the United 
States and Britain, but its leaders have 
played a neutral, waiting game and will 

robably join the side offering the most. 
Eowever, British interests in this Mid- 
die-Eastern land are high, and if the 
Allied position in Egypt continues to 
improve against Rommel, Turkey may 
mobilize 2,000,000 men for active duty. | 

Britain has 750,000 troops in the Mid- 
die East, and only 200,000 of them are 
needed against Rommel. One hundred 
bombers have been reaching Gen. Auch- 
finieck’s headquarters in Cairo weekly. 
The time is ripe, the men and materials 
are ready, and the war in Europe can 
be won through the Balkans. —

But this victory on one sector of the anti-inflation 
front is more than counterbalanced by reverses on 
other sectors, as pressure groups step forward to 
get theirs while the getting is good, Leon Hender- 
son told a Houge committee yesterday that the whole 
price control program is in danger of bre ing 
down. And today comes the news that the Nations 

War Labor Board is granting a 44-cents-a-day pay 
rise to employes of the four Little Steel companies. 

We were given to understand, when the President 
delivered his anti-inflation message to Congress, that 
a tight rein was to be kept on priges and wages, an 
exception in the Jatter case being made for sub- 
standard wages. Wages in Little Steel are not sub- 
standard, but are in the zone described by the 
Department of Labor as representing the American 
standard of living. 

If the pay rise granted to Little Steel could stop 
there, there would be little controversy. But it will 
not stop there. The workers in Ford, General Mo- 
tors .and Chrysler, who have also asked for an 
increase of $1 a day, will press their demands, The 
workers in the aircraft industry, now demanding 
more pay, will use the Little Steel decision as 9 
lever to get what they want, Once the pay level is 
raised in these basic industries, it will spread 
throughout other industries. Thus begins the deadly 
spiral which, in the end, spells {nflation. 

Wages cannot be divorced from prices. They 
form a major factor in the determination of prices. 
If wages in general go up, prices must break through 
the weakening dam built by the OPA. If prices rise, 
the purchasing power of increased wages is neu- 
tralized, so there will be demands for still higher 
wages. 

So we say that swift and heroic measures are 
necessary to stop the inflationary trend and the 
only person who can set them in motion is the 
man who has just defeated the farm bloc’s drive to 
compel the Government to sell its own wheat at 
$1.35 instead of 83 cents—the President. 

A dispatch from Washington today says. that, 
taking note of the impending collapse of anti-infla- 
tion control, the President is considering a law to 
stabilize wages. dt is reported that he is consider- 
ing freezing wages at present leyels. If this is true, 
the President had better pass the news around to his 
War Labor Board. 

One way to stop pressure groups from sabotaging 
the inflation program is to relieve them of fear that 
they will not be left behind in an inflationary 
spiral. If the workers were not afraid of increas- 
ing costs of liying, they would not be so insistent in 
their demands for more wages. If merchants weren't 
afraid of going bankrupt, they wouldn’t try to knife 
price control. If farmers were sure they would get 
fair prices for their products with relations to wages 
and other prices, they would take off the pressure. 
What the national economy needs is stability and it 
is up to the President to stabilize it, even if the shoe 
pinches here and there. 

The alternative, it cannot be too often repeated, is 
ruinous inflation for everybody.

Perhaps the outstanding thing about the complex

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DNB REFUTES ITSELF. 

For many months Berlin's DNB boys haye been 
broadcasting to the Soviet Union that Britain and 
the United States were not going to send any war 
supplies to Russia. They hammered away with such 
statements as: “The British not only cannot help 
the Soviet Union but they do not want to.... It is 
futile to expect any substantial help from either 
America or England... .” . 

But lately DNB has been bragging that 35 ships 
of an Anglo-American convoy, carrying supplies for 
Russia, had been sunk. The British have denied this 
claim, saying damage to the convoy was greatly 
exaggerated. Whether the ships were sunk (and 
London denjes they were) or not, DNB’s claim to 
such a victory refutes DNB’s previous assertions 
that Britain and America were neither able to send 
nor interested in sending war supplies to Russia. 
Consistency and truth have no standing at DNB. 
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GOV. GREEN DOES SOME HOUSECLEANING. 

Gov. Green has caught up with one of the mistakes 
in his administration, by firfng the so-called “per- 
sonnel officers” which were attached to Illinois State 
institutions last fall. 

These appointments were political, pure and 
simple. Almost every person chosen was a Repub- 
lican county chairman or precinct committeeman. 
There was little or nothing one of them could have 
done around a well-run State hospital or other wel- 
fare institution, except interfere with the manage- 
ment.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
July 16 (AP).—Men of the Eighty- 
ninth Division, a generation apart 
in age, gathered yesterday at Camp 
Carson for re-activation of the di- 


vision which wrote a notable chap- 
ter on the battlefields of France 
in the first World War. Veterans 
of the LEighty-ninth of 1917-18 
from throughout the nation came 
for the ceremony. Stationed here 
are officers and cadres of the new 
Eighty-ninth. 

Guests included Lieut. Gen. Wal- 
ter Krueger of San Antonio, Tex., 
commander of the Third Army, 
and Maj. Gen. Frederick E. Uhl, 
Omaha, Neb., commanding gen- 
eral of the Seventh Corps Area. 
Commander of the new Lighty- 
ninth is Maj. Gen. William H. Gill. 
During the World War the division 
was commanded variously by Maj. 
Gen. Leonard Wood, Maj. Gen. 

Gen. Wil- 
liam Wright. 

After training at Camp Funston, 
the old LEighty-ninth. sailed for 
France on June 4, 1918. In the 
field it won more Congressional 
Medals of Honor than any other 
American division except one and 
captured eight per cent of all pris- 
oners taken American forces, 
Army men said. It was in contact 
with the enemy a greater percent- 
age of the, time than any other 
division after its first contact and 
was the first division to enter the 
line without previous brigading 
with British or French troops.

BROADCASTERS ASK UNION 


TO RECONSIDER RECORD BAR 


That Order of Musicians’ 
President Is Arbitrary and - 
Unpatriotic. 
CHICAGO, July 16 (AP).—Direc- 


tors of the National Association of 
Broadcasters called on James C.

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Few vegetables make as big a 
contribution to a meal as do fresh 
green peas. Their bright color, dis- 
tinctive flavor and nourishing qual- 
ities make them a valuable part of 
any diet. T obtain the best flavor, 
they should be cooked soon after 
harvesting. 

If peas must be kept for any 
length of time before use, they 
should be left in the pod and kept 
in a cool place. Because shelled peas 
are more exposed to the air than 
peas in the pod, they tend to lose 
their vitamins more rapidly. 

To retain the bright green color 
of peas during cooking, drop. the 
shelled peas into a small amount of 
rapidly boiling water, allow them 
to boil uncovered for about three 
minutes, then cover and boil them 
gently until tender. It requires from 
10 to 15 minutes, 

Soda should never be used in 
cooking peas, or any other vege-. 
tables, for if destroys both texture 
and vitamins. 

Good quality in peas is not hard 
to recognize, say food specialists. 
The pods of fresh, high quality 
peas are bright green and the peas 
fill the pods but do not crowd or 
bulge them.

Today, when Mary's education is 
as much taken for granted as 


Jim’s, it is hard to remember that . 


it is only_a hundred years since 
women .were barred from every 
university in America. 

It is within the memories of our 
grandmothers that married women 
could not.own property. 

Today, women run great busi- 
nesses; they plead before courts of 
law and sit as judges; they partici- 


for . 


pate in the councils of state and 


preside over universities. All these 
things represent a change more 
profound than any that has affect- 
ed any other group or class or sec- 
tion of the population in the same 
reach of time. Those changes—and 
innumerable others of the same 
sort—are the Woman’s Revolution. 

This is the counterrevolution. 
Our -enemies, both in the East and 
in the West, have very definite 
ideas about the status of women, 
The New Order that they envisage 
is a strictly military order, in which 
the soldier and admifiistrator stand 
at the very apex of society. 

And this New Order is anti-fem- 
inist from top to bottom. It in- 
4ends to put women in their place 
again—a strictly defined and limit- 
ed place. (I am referring here to 
the treatment our enemies accord 


their own women and not to their . 


treatment of alien, conquered wom- 
en. Not to the evil abuse that Nazi 
men mete out to Polish girls and 
women, Not to the mob rapes per- 


petrated by the Japanese in Nan- 


king and Hongkong.) 
I firmly believe that nothing 


‘more clearly shows whether a so- 


ciety is moving forward toward 
greater freedom and democracy 
than the treatment of women in 
that society. 

The liberation in the last few 
decades of the women of China 
definitely set that nation on the 
democratic path. The complete 
equality granted to women in the 
Soviet Union shows the direction 
in which Russia is moving. And, 
in the Fascist countries, relegation 
of women to the kitchen was one 
of their first steps away from free- 
dom and democracy,

THINK it very likely—when 
| nis wa? is won for freedom— 

that many women to whom 
every opportunity in the outside 
world is open will definitely and 
in larger unmbers choose again to 
marry early, have more children 
and devote themselves to their 
homes, But they will do so because 
they want to and not because they 
have to. There is in that all the 
difference between freedom and 
feudalism, , 

In this war, American women 
have responded as actively as have 
the men. A far greater proportion 
of their direct war work is in the 
field of voluntary service than is 
the work of men. And this is quite 
natural, for more of them have 
free control over their own time. 

This freedom, the fruit of our: 
Woman’s Revolution, has enabled 
women to be prime movers in re- 
lief activities-eour own and those 
of our Allies. Further, the almost 
innumerable organizations of wom- 
en have furnished workers — on 
both a paid and a voluntary basis 
—o every branch of civilian de- 
fense.

The most fan- 
tastic result of all occurred when 
a certain North-South pair landed 
at a six spade redoubled contract 
an~ went down no fewer than 2600 
points, while at the other table 
the East-West pair ended up at six 
‘spades doubled and went down 
another 2600 points, thus making 
a total of 5200 points lost by “one 
team on one board! 

But while this was highly 
humorous, it was not exactly good 
bridge. A more logical sequence 
of bids took place at another 
table, to-wit: ' 
South — 


North East 
1 heart de 3 diamonds Pass 

5 diamonds 4 ol ubs 5 clubs Pass 

7 hearts Double 
fos Pass 

It will be noted that, if West had 
made the so-called “normal” lead 
of a high club honor, the contract 
would have become an absolute 
laydown. The lead would have been 
ruffed in dumuiny, while South dis- 
carded a diamond, and the rest of 
the play would have been elemen- 
tary. This particular West player, 
however, was fully alive to the 
meaning of his partner’s double. 

“He knew that East, a master 
player, would not have doubled on 
the mere assumption that West 
had an ace, hence that he must be 
doubling on his own ability to take 
a trick. East's: double might be 
(and was) based, not on a high 
card trick, but on the ability to 

‘ruff the opening lead.. 

In strict obedience, therefore, 
West ignored his own powerful club 
suit and opened a spade. The re- 
sult was highly satisfactory to the 
defenders. East promptly ruffed 
and returned a diamond. West 
ruffed with his singleton nine of 
hearts, led another spade, and East 
ruffed again, thus defeating the 
grand slam contract no fewer than 
three tricks.
